22-Inch Speaker Stands 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your easy to assemble RadioShack 22-Inch Speaker Stands can im- 
prove your speakers sound by raising them 22 inches off the floor. 

To assemble the speaker stands, you need a hammer and a #2 Phil- 
lips screwdriver (not supplied). 

Warning: Use extreme caution when using a speaker stand around 
small children. Ensure that the speaker is seated securely on the stand 
and the stand is stable at all times.

INSTALLING THE SPIKE FEET OR 
ISOLATION PADS 

Place the base on a flat surface with the bottom (unfinished side) fac- 
ing up. 

If you plan to place your speaker stands on carpet, install the supplied 
spike feet. Besides making the stands more stable, spike feet can also 
noticeably improve sound, with “tighter” sounding bass, clearer, more 
defined mids and highs, and enhanced spatial imaging. 

Place the flat end of a spike into the hole in each corner of the base 
and hammer each spike into the base up to its notch. 

Otherwise, use the supplied isolation pads to protect bare floors. Re- 
move the paper backing from four of the triangular isolation pads and 
place a pad Vs inch from each corner on the bottom of the base. 

ASSEMBLING THE STANDS 

Follow these steps to assemble each stand. 

1 . Turn the base on its side with the unfinished side facing you. 

2. Align the two holes in one of the center pieces with the matching 
holes on the finished side of the base. 

3. Thread two 2'/4-inch screws through the base and into the center 
piece. To avoid separation between base and center piece, hold 
them tightly, then use the Phillips screwdriver to partially tighten 
the screws. 

4. Repeat Steps 2 and 3 for the other center piece. 

5. Set the base on the floor with the top (finished side) facing up. 

6. Carefully insert the respective styrene strips (matte surface facing 
out) into the front and back grooves between the center pieces. 

Notes: 

• The front styrene strip may slip out of its groove when you are 
attaching the top of the stand. To avoid this, hold the center 
pieces tightly until you insert the screws into the top of the 
stand and partially tighten them. 

• It is normal for the back styrene strips to bow when you tighten 
the screws. 

• If you installed spikes, you can route the speakers wires up 
through the stands center opening and through the bases hole 
for added convenience. 

7. Align the four holes in the top piece with the matching holes in the 
mounted center piece then thread two iVs-inch screws through 
each top piece and into each center piece. While holding the cen- 
ter piece tightly, use the Phillips screwdriver to partially tighten the 
screws. 
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8. Align the top and base of the stand by setting the stand on its side 
on a flat surface, then securely tighten all screws. 

9. Remove the paper backing from four more triangular isolation 
pads and place a pad Vs inch from each corner on the top of each 
speaker stand to protect the bottom of each speaker. 

1 0. Repeat Steps 5-9 for the other speaker stand. 

POSITIONING THE SPEAKER STANDS 

For the best stereo image, place the speaker stands so the distanoe 
between them is about the same as the distance between the listening 
area and the point halfway between the speaker stands. 

You might want to experiment with speaker stand placement by plac- 
ing the connected speakers on the stands to discover the best location 
for them. 

Warning: To avoid injury, always remove the speaker before moving a 
speaker stand. 

If you must place the speaker stands farther apart, turn them slightly 
inward. If you must place them closer to eaoh other, turn them slightly 
outward.
